. .ceny from te person, was resumed. Ason Thursdsy 


afternoon, the Court room was crowded by an inter- 
csted throng of epectatcrs to watch the progress of this 
singulsr case. .Nesr!y all of the minstrel company were 
ntroiuced by the defense in the effort t>» provean 
alibi, which together with the able argum: nts of the 
counsel for the State acd the prisoner, coneumed the 
entire day, e0 that it was after four o'clock wren the 
jury received the charges of the Court. Every effort 
was made by Messrs. Gartrell and Brown to save their 
client. Their speeches were unusually fine, and the 
evidence commented on at length. 
The Judge charged the jury fuily on the law cov- 
ering the issaes made in the case, and they retired to 
their rocm. After the expiration of about fifteen 
mioutes, and a little past five o’ciock, they returned 
with a verdict of guilty. Upon the prieoner being 
asked what he had to say why sentence should not be 
passed upon him; General Garirell made a motion in 
arrest of Judgment. The motion was based upon 
techn.cal grounds of objeciion, sach as a failure in 
the indictmen: to allege the intext with which the 
money was taken, a failure on the part of the State to 
prove the specific sum Ioat, etc. 
The motion was at once overruled by Ju dge Hop 
kins, who proceeded to pronounce the sentence cf the 
Court upon the prisoner, Judge Hopkins summed 
up the evidence on either side in a most masterly 
manner, ana at some length. The Judge eaid that he 
had watched this case with peculiar interest; that hg 
had always tried to give a prisoner a fair and impar- 
tial trial before an impartial jury. Wherever a 
jary foand a prisoner guilty withonat any evidence to 
warrant it, he never hesitated to set aside the verdict. 
Oa the other hand, whenever a jury cleared a defend- 
ant in the face of positive testimony, he was ¢ qually 
prompt in expressing his disapprobatien. 
The prisoner before h'm had nct only had a fair trial, 
but had been allowed fall advantage of every techni- 
cality, which had cccurred in his case. The case 
itself wasa peculiar one. The prosecutor was an oid 
countryman and unaccustomed to city habits. His 
grand danghter wasacountryg'rl. A person livingjin 
acity, who secs a thousand strange facesevery day,
